WORK has been taking 
place in France to see if 
soldiers from Northamp¬ 
tonshire could be among 
the bodies of up to 400 
British and Australian ser¬ 
vicemen buried in a mass 
grave more than 90 years 
ago. 

Excavation began on Tues¬ 
day of five mass burial pits at 
Pheasant Wood, in the village 
of Fromelles, in northern 
France, believed to contain the 
bodies of soldiers from the 61st 
British Division and 5th Aus¬ 
tralian Division, who died fight¬ 
ing in the Battle of the Somme 
in July 1916. 

The 61st Division, also known 
as the 2nd South Midland Divi- 
sion, was assembled in 
Northampton in January 1915 
and comprised soldiers from 
regiments across the region. 

One of those whose body is 
thought to be among those 
buried at Fromelles is Private 
Ernest Arthur Percy Clark, 
from Wellingborough. He died 
in action on July 19,1916, three 
months after his 20th birth¬ 
day. 

Pt Clark is named on the 


Loos Memorial in Pas de 
Calais, France, which lists the 
names of 20,000 soldiers who 
have no known graves. It is 
believed his family moved from 
Buckinghamshire to their 
home at Holly Buildings in 
Jacksons Lane, Wellingbor¬ 


ough, some time after 1911. 

The process of recovering 
the bodies will last until Sep¬ 
tember and, by the end of 2010, 
the soldiers will be perma¬ 
nently laid to rest in individual 
graves at the first new war 
cemetery for 50 years, to be 


built at Fromelles. 

Experts hope to identify the 
bodies using DNA profiling 
and are asking people who 
think their relatives may have 
died at Fromelles to come for¬ 
ward in the hope of providing 
named graves in the new ceme¬ 


tery for as many of the sol¬ 
diers as possible. 

David Stacey, of the Com¬ 
monwealth War Graves Com¬ 
mission, said: “We will be test¬ 
ing the bodies for DNA and 
will know in the next few weeks 
if it is feasible for us to identify 
them in this way 

“We would like people who 
think their relatives may have 
died in this battle to come for¬ 
ward so that, if DNA-identifi- 
cation is possible, we can find 
a match.” 

David Parish, of the 
Northamptonshire branch of 
the Western Front Association, 
said: “We are hoping when the 
excavation is done something 
will come to light that will help 
us to identify if any of the sol¬ 
diers could be from Northamp¬ 
tonshire. This may be through 
the finding of an artefact, or 
through DNA evidence, but 
due to the length of time the 
bodies have been buried we 
expect identification to be dif¬ 
ficult.”

ALMOST 50,000 motorists a 
year are still being caught 
speeding on camera in 
Northamptonshire nearly a 
decade on from when they 
first became a fixture on the 
county’s roads. 

Home Office statistics 
showed 48,833 fines were 
handed out during 2007 - the 
most recent figures available 
- which represents a 13-fold 
increase on the number of 
errant drivers being caught 
during the first year of oper¬ 
ation in 1999-2000. 

However, a senior 
Northamptonshire Police 
officer has defended the fig¬ 
ure saying that speed cam¬ 
eras had resulted in an over¬ 
all reduction in the number 
of people killed or seriously 
injured on the county’s 
roads. 

Brian Ronaghan, the 
force’s casualty reduction 
manager, also said the level 
of fines had actually been 
falling, year on year, since 
2002. 

He said: “This reflects the 
awareness of safety cameras 
and a general reduction in 
speeding throughout the 
county.” 

Since April 2007, camera 
partnerships have been 
awarded grants to invest in 
road safety and education, 
while surplus cash from fines 
goes to the Treasury.

HEROIN and crack cocaine 
dealers have been sentenced 
to more than 60 years' 
imprisonment following the 
latest undercover police 
operation carried out in 
Northampton. 

Operation Metro has so far 
resulted in 21 drug dealers being 
jailed after they sold class A drugs 
to two women police officers who 
were posing as addicts, Jo and 
Alex. 

In total, 33 people were arrested 
during the three-month opera¬ 
tion, which was carried out in 
Northampton last summer, using 
covert video and audio surveil¬ 
lance to record the deals. 

The test purchase operation 
targeted suppliers - and their run¬ 
ners - of heroin and crack in and 
around Northampton town cen¬ 
tre between July and September 
last year. 

Floyd Smith, aged 33, of Pem¬ 
broke Gardens, was jailed for five 
years at Northampton Crown 
Court after admitting eight charges 
of selling drug deals to an under¬ 
cover officer. 

Judge Richard Bray told the 
former Jamaican national: “Heroin 
and crack cocaine are the two 
most dangerous drugs on sale in 
this country 

“They kill scores of young peo¬ 
ple every year. 

“These offences were greatly 
aggravated by the fact you have a 
previous conviction for supply¬ 
ing crack cocaine. 

“You were sentenced to 30 
months on that occasion. You have 
not been deterred by that sen¬ 
tence.” 


Homeless Byron Aris, aged 49, 
who admitted 12 charges, was also 
jailed for five years, for repeated 
sales to test purchase officer Jo in 
Abington, Northampton, during 
September. 

Jo Spicer, prosecuting, said: “In 
the scheme of things, this is a 
man who had a ready supply from 
a stock of crack cocaine, and had 
at least two people working for 
him in the supply 

“In terms of the defendants 
who have been dealt with in Oper¬ 
ation Metro, he was one of the 
more heavily involved in the sup¬ 
ply chain.” 

Passing sentence, Judge Charles 
Wide recommended the Jamaican 
national also be deported. 

He said: “I am satisfied your 
continued presence in this coun¬ 
try is to its detriment.” 

Det Insp Julia Potts said: “The 
first phase used undercover police 
test purchase officers and this 
was followed by an enforcement 
phase, resulting in a large number 
of arrests and referrals. 

“They were managed by the 
Reducing Supply group and 
throughout we have worked with 
partners in a multi-agency 
approach, to rigorously tackle the 
damage done to our communities 
by unlawful drugs. 

“We will continue to disrupt 
drug dealers in this town and will 
not tolerate this activity.

of our work and I hope people 
will continue to come forward 
with information which will help 
us to help them.” 

Insp Mike Smith, the force’s 
drug strategy co-ordinator, said: 
“The Reducing Supply team in 
Northamptonshire will continue 
to target drug supply, which leads 
on to criminality and anti-social 
behaviour. 

“We are working with our part¬ 
ners to get offenders, and their 
families if necessary, into treat¬ 
ment. 

“Everyone arrested for drugs 
offences is referred to us because, 
in dealing with suppliers and 
users, it is equally important that 
we deal with the long-term prob¬ 
lem and get these people into treat¬ 
ment and deal with the associ¬ 
ated issues. 

“However, treatment is not a 
soft option. We will only take on 
people who are willing to partici¬ 
pate in the programme that is on 
offer to them. 

“Ultimately we have to do every¬ 
thing we can to break the vicious 
circle of committing crime to fund 
a drug habit. It is in everyone’s 
best interest that we do so.” 

Det Sgt Jen Helm said: “Put 
quite simply, drugs supply turns 
lives upside down; there is no get¬ 
ting away from that. 

“It is hard for anyone in and 
around this sort of activity and the 
people who indulge in it, not to 
be affected. 

“These are the reasons that 
Northamptonshire Police will 
always be ready to pull together 
the many people, the specialist 
skills and the tools required to 
carry out such operations.”

Disabled people are 
isolated by transport 


SOME disabled people living in Northampton¬ 
shire face a life of “pure discrimination” because 
public transport has left them living in isolation, 
the director of a disabled charity has claimed. 

A report was due to be presented to Parlia¬ 
ment today in which disabled commuters will 
reveal how the country’s public transport sys¬ 
tem fails to accommodate the disabled. 

Researchers found that half of trains lacked basic 
disabled facilities on board and at stations and on 
a third of bus journeys, the unidentified com¬ 
muter was unable to board the vehicle which 
arrived. 

The report was compiled by the Trailblazers, a 
group of 16 to 30-year-olds fighting for the rights 
of disabled people. 

Ambassador Nick Wallis, a Northampton-based 
Duchenne muscular dystrophy sufferer, said: 
“Most people find it easy to get around and be inde¬ 
pendent, but when you are disabled, simple tasks 
like travelling spontaneously can be extremely dif¬ 
ficult.” 



Sandra Bell, the director of Ability Northants, 
said the charity received a lot of complaints from 
disabled people and it was not only wheelchair users 
who suffered problems. 

She said: “Our concern is within the county, 
where they’re still using double decker buses. 

“Some buses on the timetable are meant to be 
wheelchair friendly but when they come along 
they’re not 

“People who live in the rural parts of the county 
are actually sometimes living in isolation because 
they can’t make the journeys that other people can. 
That to me is pure discrimination.”

Budget 
to rise 
to treat 
obesity 



THE NHS war chest used to directly 
tackle obesity in Northamptonshire 
has had to more than quadruple in the 
space of three years to cope with an 
increase in overweight people, new 
NHS budget figures are expected to 
show 

A Freedom of Information request 
to NHS Northamptonshire has shown 
the county spent £277,000 on specifi¬ 
cally tackling obesity between 2007 and 
2008. 

But health chiefs say they will have to 
ramp up their spending to £1.15 mil¬ 
lion in the next 12 months, excluding 
money they spend on health trainers and 
encouraging exercise for the general 
population. 

Health chiefs are being forced to act as 
latest figures show almost one in four 
people in Northampton are now classed 
as obese. 

A spokesman for NHS Northamp¬ 
tonshire said tackling obesity was a 
key priority in its master plan for the 
next five years. 

He added: “Patients are likely to be 
treated in a range of settings, be that 
with their GP, one of the weight man¬ 
agement programmes or one to one 
advice and intervention given by such 
professionals as health trainers, dis¬ 
trict nurses and health visitors.” 

The figures also revealed that, since 
October last year, the county NHS 
received 98 requests for obesity-bust¬ 
ing bariatric surgery - the equivalent of 
almost a request every other day. 

Options for surgery, which are nor¬ 
mally required when patients weigh 
about double their healthy weight, 
include stomach stapling, a gastric band 
or an operation to shorten the gut. 

A total of 88 of the operations were 
accepted since October, with 10 refused. 

The £1.15 million spend is a fraction 


of what the county NHS is forced to 
lay out on treating diseases which arise 
as a result of being obese, 

The Chron reported in October that, 
by 2010, the combined cost to Northamp¬ 
tonshire of conditions linked to being 
obese, like diabetes and heart disease, 
was likely to be almost £87 million a 
year, rising to £108 million a year by 
2015. 

The cost to NHS Northamptonshire of 
people being either overweight or obese 
by 2010 was predicted to be £174 mil¬ 
lion. 

Critics of bariatric surgery on the 
NHS have argued that the public purse 




should not have to suffer the cost of 
what is usually perceived as a self- 
inflicted condition. 

But 24-year-old Charlene Cooper, from 
Kingsthorpe, who lost four stone after a 
gastric band operation on the NHS, 
said: “Being overweight is not always a 
lifestyle choice. With me, for example, my 
weight problem was proven to be down 
to polycystic ovaries which caused hor¬ 
monal problems. 

“Even with people for whom that’s 
not the case, the NHS would spend far 
more on treating conditions arising 
from people being obese than it does 
treating it directly”

PATIENTS in Northamp¬ 
tonshire will have more of a 
say in how a county NHS 
body works after it success¬ 
fully applied for greater 
independence from the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Northamptonshire Health¬ 
care NHS trust, which looks 
after mental health, learning 
disability, sexual health and 
drug and alcohol services, 
has achieved the much-cov¬ 
eted foundation trust sta¬ 
tus. 

Most NHS organisations 
are keen to become Foun¬ 
dation Trusts because they 
have to achieve strict tar¬ 
gets to be accepted and suc¬ 
cess proves they are giving 
patients a good service.

John Peet, chairman of 
the trust, added: “This is a 
great achievement for us.

Pupils off 
to Malawi 


A GROUP of sixth form stu¬ 
dents will give up three weeks of 
their summer holidays to help 
renovate a school building in 
one of the world's poorest coun¬ 
tries. 

The students from Northamp¬ 
ton School for Boys will travel to 
Malawi in August, where they 
will spend their time decorating 
a school building, doing some 
teaching and taking part in 
sporting activities. 

All the Year 12 students have 
paid their way to take part in the 
trip, but the 28-strong group 
has now organised a series of 
fundraising events to raise £8,000 
to send ahead to Malawi, for 
their projects in the country 

Trip leader Fiona Murphy, a 
teacher at Northampton School 
for Boys, said it was the third 
successive year the school had 
organised the trip. 

She said: “It’s a great learning 
experience; it’s a completely 
different culture and they will 


be living in it rather than vis¬ 
iting it.” 

Teachers are hard to attract 
and retain in Malawi and by 
building schools with homes 
attached, education can be pro¬ 
vided to youngsters in the coun¬ 
try Four adults will accompany 
the 28 students on the trip to 
Ngala.

Mr Ronaghan added: “This has enabled 
greater investment in education and road 
safety training and initiatives, in addi¬ 
tion to speed detection. 

“It has also enabled the Casualty Reduc¬ 
tion Partnership to address other road 
safety offences such as mobile phone use, 
drink-driving and not wearing seatbelts. 

Also, with the introduction of speed 
workshops as a diversion away from pros¬ 
ecution, more people in Northampton¬ 
shire are now being offered education as 
an alternative to receiving a fine and 
penalty points. 

“The outcome is that Northampton¬ 
shire’s roads are now safer; 2008 brought 
both the lowest recorded number of road 
deaths and the lowest number of people 
seriously injured on our roads.” 

But Matthew Elliott, of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance said speed cameras seemed to 
be more about raising revenue than reduc¬ 
ing speeds on the roads. 

He added: “If any other policy had so 
clearly failed in its objective it would be 
scrapped but it seems that the authorities 
are too keen on the money speeding fines 
screw out of motorists. 

“This is not just hugely expensive, it is 
dragging the reputation of the law through 
the dirt. Fining anyone should be about jus¬ 
tice, not fundraising.”

clients," says Jason Claridge, partner at 
Ward and Rider Solicitors’ Personal 
Injury Department.

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Work shuts 
some wards 


WARDS at Northampton 
General Hospital will be 
closed for up to three 
weeks at a time this sum¬ 
mer to allow a £1.8 million 
building work project to 
take place as health chiefs 
try to meet Government 
demands to separate male 
and female patients. 

The desire to protect the 
dignity of patients by keep¬ 
ing men and women apart 
was set out in Government 
health manifestos 10 years 
ago but few hospitals 
across the country have 
done anything about it. 

The Department of 
Health has now set a Sep¬ 
tember deadline for hos¬ 
pitals to use central fund¬ 
ing to make sure men can 
have access to toilets and 
showers without coming 
into contact with women. 

Hospital managers said 
they will shut 16 wards for 
up to three weeks to fit 
additional bathrooms, with 
the work starting in May 
and aiming to finish in 
September. 

Charles Abolins, the 
director of facilities at the 
site, said the project had 
the potential to be “very, 
very complex” and was 



bound to affect the smooth 
operation of hospital ser¬ 
vices. 

He said: “This could be 
hugely disruptive to the 
running of the hospital, 
particularly given the tight 
time constraints. 

“However, the disrup¬ 
tion to actual patients 
should be minimal.” 

The hospital is unclear if 
there will be a Govern¬ 
ment penalty for missing 
the September deadline 
but the more concerning 
prospect would be having a 
ward still closed by win¬ 
ter, when there are usu¬ 
ally more patients need¬ 
ing beds. 

Moya Me Vicar, a patient 
representative, said: “It’ll be 
a case of keeping our fin¬ 


gers crossed that it goes 
to schedule because all it 
takes is a few cases of 
something like this swine 
flu and they’ll need all the 
beds they can get. 

“However, I would wel¬ 
come this plan because 
older women in particu¬ 
lar don’t feel quite right 
about men walking around 
sometimes not covered up 
properly” 

Mr Abolins said patients 
will benefit from the new 
facilities at Northampton 
General Hospital, where a 
third of the buildings are 
more than 50 years old. 

The hospital will use £1.3 
million of Government 
cash and £500,000 of its 
own funds to fit up to four 
extra bathrooms in each 
of 16 wards so that patients 
in each bay will in effect 
have their own bathroom. 

In some wards with 
external walls, pod-like 
bathrooms will be tagged 
on to the existing build¬ 
ing. Each ward will be 
redecorated and given a 
“deep clean” before being 
reopened. 

The works will start 
with Abington Ward on 
May 18.

A FORMER Mercury journalist has been providing 
international news channels with updates from 
Mexico about the outbreak of swine flu.

In a dispatch for Radio France Internationale, he 
said: “In the first days it was surreal, when you went 
into a supermarket, everyone had their masks on and 
people were bulk-buying in a subdued panic.”

PLANNING chiefs from 
Northampton Borough 
Council have stressed that 
plans to build an Asda 
supermarket next to the 
Saints rugby ground will 
have to face the same 
tests as any other large- 
scale retail developments 
in the area. 

The Saints announced plans 
to expand Franklin’s Gardens by 
allowing Asda to build a £40 
million supermarket on one of 
their car parks last week, result¬ 
ing in Cobblers football fans 
calling for the development to be 
handled in the same way as 
Northampton Town 
FC’s own scheme to 
expand Sixfields. 

In response, a 
spokesman for the bor¬ 
ough council said no 
official plans had yet 
been submitted by 
either the rugby club 
or the football club, but 
insisted both would be 
treated equally. 

He added: “We’ll 
consider the Saints planning 
application when it’s submit¬ 
ted in accordance with plan¬ 
ning policy and legislation. 

“Any new application must 
also be considered against the 
impact it would have on the 
vitality and regeneration of the 
town centre. We cannot treat 
this development any differ¬ 
ently to any other application 
using the planning process.” 

Although the borough coun¬ 
cil is likely to be consulted on 
both the Asda plan and the 
scheme to extend Franklin’s 
Gardens, a final decision on 
whether the developments 
should get the go-ahead would 
be made by the West Northamp¬ 


tonshire Development Corpo¬ 
ration (WNDC), based at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

Many Cobblers fans’ initial 
reaction to the Saints plan was 
scepticism, following the years 
of delays they have seen in the 
football club’s own plan to 
expand their stadium by build¬ 
ing a retail development. 

One fan said: “Whilst I wish 
success to all the town and 
county’s clubs, I must say I’m 
staggered by this proposal and 
the way it’s being funded. 

“If the similar proposals by 
NTFC recently caused such con¬ 
sternation how is this any dif¬ 
ferent?” 

Others argued development at 
Franklin’s Gardens 
could actually help sup¬ 
port the case for the 
redevelopment of Six- 
fields. 

One fan added: “This 
shouldn’t be seen as a 
fight between rugby 
and football, but what’s 
best for the two sports 
teams. We have to hope 
the council starts show- 
ing some common 
sense in these uncertain times, 
when there’s a chance to bring 
some welcome positivity to the 
area.” 

Full details of the Asda plan 
have not yet been revealed, but 
the store could be built on a 
car park on which the Saints 
currently have a long-term lease. 

The store itself would be 4,000- 
square-metres in size and sell 
food and non-food items such 
as clothes and DVDs. The devel¬ 
opment would pay for the con¬ 
struction of a £6 million north 
stand for the Saints. 

Planning applications for 
both developments are expected 
to be submitted to the WNDC 
this summer.

Dealing with 
bad parking 


ENGLISH local authorities will 
be able to tackle inconsiderate 
and dangerous parking more 
easily, Transport Minister Paul 
Clark has confirmed. 

From June, councils which 
carry out parking enforcement 
will be able to issue Penalty 
Charge Notices to motorists 
who park at dropped kerbs or 
double-park, without the need 
for these prohibitions to be 
indicated with specific traffic 
signs or road markings. This 
follows consultation which 
showed strong support for the 
move. 

Authorities in London have 
successfully used this tool for 
a number of years to help 
wheelchair users and those 
with prams manoeuvre on and 
off pavements as well as stop¬ 
ping inconsiderate motorists 
from blocking residents' drive¬ 
ways. It has also helped deter 
motorists from blocking the 
road when parking. 

Transport Minister Paul 
Clark said: "Dropped kerbs are 
there to help wheelchair users 
and those with powered 
mobility vehicles or prams get 
around easily and safely. They 
also allow residents to access 
their garages and driveways. 

"The Highway Code is clear 
that drivers should not stop or 
park in such places and we 
believe placing of traffic signs 
or road markings to indicate 
these restrictions should not 
be necessary - as is the case 
in London. 

"The same rules will apply 
to double parking." 


Making all those daily 
journeys comfortably 


YOU might think your day to day fam¬ 
ily car journeys are mind-bogglingly 
dull but there are numerous cars on 
the market locked in ferocious compe¬ 
tition for the right to come along for the 
ride. 

The school run, shopping trips, tak¬ 
ing the dog to the vets or the kids to the 
dentist is meat and drink to MPVs like 
Renault’s Grand Scenic. If they can 
make the everyday lives of a large fam¬ 
ily that bit easier, they have fulfilled 
their purpose. The question is, will 
this extended Scenic be the best car to 
take the edge off your daily grind? 

You automatically approach a seven- 
seat MPV measuring four and a half 
meters from nose to tail with certain 
expectations about how it will drive 
but it’s worth giving the Grand Scenic 
the benefit of the doubt. 

The ride quality is first class, the 
car tiptoeing over poor road surfaces and 
avoiding wobbliness on sudden undu¬ 
lations. The steering is sometimes too 
light and the manual gearbox isn’t 
the slickest but in general, and 
considering the Grand Scenic’s 
family remit, Renault has got 
the balance just about right. 

There’s a broad choice of 
engines. Petrol customers 
can take a 1.6-litre 16v unit 
with llObhp, a 2.0-litre 16- 
valver with 140bhp and a 
CVT automatic gearbox 
or the more interesting 
1.4 TCe turbo engine. 

Despite its modest capacity 
this turbocharged engine 
has 130bhp and a silky 
smooth power delivery It 
can take the bulky Scenic to 
62mph in 10.7s and 


although it can get a little loud in the 
upper reaches of the rev-range, refine¬ 
ment is generally good. 

The diesels kick off with the 105bhp 
1.5 dCi which turns in a glittering eco¬ 
nomic performance but may lack the fizz 
that some buyers will be looking for 
on the road. The 1.9-litre dCi 130 engine 
is stronger but the flagship 2.0-litre dCi 
160 is the one to go for if you’ve got 
the budget. 

Being very nearly the size of an 
Espace, the Grand Scenic should be 
big inside and it is. 

The front seats are comfortable with 
plenty of room and a good view 
out. In the second row, three 
adults can be accommodated 
without any difficulty 
and leg room is as 
generous as that 
of anything 
in the 


compact MPV class. Slide these sec¬ 
ond row seats forward a touch and it’s 
also possible to seat a couple of six- 
foot adults in the rear. 

Their knees will be bunched up a lit¬ 
tle as the chairs are set close to the 
floor but it’s far from uncomfortable. 

These third row seats fold into the flat 
boot floor in a one-touch motion increas¬ 
ing boot space from 208 to as much as 702 
litres. 

The middle row of seats can fold and 
tumble forwards, enabling reasonably 
dignified access to the third row, or be 


removed completely to create a mas¬ 
sive 2063-litre space. Seat back trays, 
a deep glovebox and segmented door 
pockets add to the practicality score. 

Renault’s Grand Scenic is targeted 
unashamedly at meeting the needs of a 
large family and there aren’t too many 
vehicles that do a better job. It isn’t the 
most thrilling thing to look at and 
although it handles well for its size, 
the bias rightly veers towards comfort 
rather than driver involvement. The 
cabin is spacious, while the build qual¬ 
ity and the classy design inside set the 
benchmark in the sector.

Relegated 
Cobblers 
axe four 
players 

COBBLERS skipper Chris Doig is one of 
four players who have not been offered new 
contracts by the relegated club. 

Doig is looking for a new team after 
learning of his fate in a meeting with 
manager Stuart Gray on Tuesday Also 
leaving Sixfields are strikers Leon Con¬ 
stantine and Colin Larkin, and youth- 
team graduate Greg Taylor. 

But four players have been offered new 
deals, with terms put on the table for 
Mark Hughes, Jason Crowe, Giles Coke and 
goalkeeper Chris Dunn. 

Liam Dolman, the ninth player out of 
contract at the club this summer, has 
been invited back for pre-season training 
on July 1 and could then be offered a 
deal based on his performance level. 

Doig has paid the price for an injury- 
strewn couple of years - he has played 51 
times in the past two seasons - while Leon 
Constantine failed to reproduce his previ¬ 
ous goal-scoring form during his 12 months 
at Northampton. 

Larkin and Taylor can consider them¬ 
selves quite unfortunate, as neither has 
been given an extended run in the first 
team, the latter’s entire Town career last¬ 
ing only four minutes, as a substitute 
in the memorable Carling Cup win at 
Bolton Wanderers. 

“It is never an easy decision, and of 
course we wish those players moving on 
all the best and thank them for their 
efforts,” said Gray. “We are sorry to see 
some excellent servants of the club depart, 
but the bottom line is we have not been 
good enough this season and we need to 
change things .” 


SAINTS fans have joined their Bour- 
goin counterparts in protesting over 
the date and venue of the European 
Challenge Cup final. 

Bourgoin appealed to European Rugby Cup 
(ERC) at their decision to stage the final on 
Friday May 22, at Gloucester, claiming it showed 
a ‘clear lack of equality, which is heavily prej¬ 
udicial to our club’. 

But Northampton fans were not happy either, 
with the Friday night kick-off meaning many 
would not be able to break work commitments 
to get to Gloucester for the evening kick-off. 

The ERC have already rejected Bourgoin’s 
appeal and are adamant the final will go ahead 
at Kingsholm as planned, but it has left many 
Saints fans unhappy. 

Season ticket-holder David Greave, 32, of 
Ware, in Hertfordshire, said: “I work in London 
and, having looked at the train timetables, it will 
be really hard for me to get there in time and 
even harder to get back. With all the extra has¬ 
sle and cost involved, I will probably have to give 
up and watch it on TV.” 

Town councillor David Coe, 71, of Desbor- 
ough, who is also a season ticket-holder, said: “It 
is not a particularly big ground, so we won’t be 
able to fit all our support in it. And putting a final 
on a Friday night is not ideal. 

“I am retired so I am okay but for factory work¬ 
ers and school children, it will be virtually 
impossible to get to Gloucester in time.” 

Season ticket-holder Michael Peters, 62, of 
Moulton, said: “This is a ludicrous decision. I was 
really excited about going, but the thought of bat¬ 
tling against the bank holiday weekend traffic 


to get to Gloucester on a Friday night and then 
getting back at gone midnight has put me off.” 

French side Bourgoin are even more upset. 
They face a potentially crucial Top 14 match less 
than a week before the final and feel the venue 
will be unfairly beneficial to Saints. 

“Our disappointment is clearly immense,” 
read a statement from French outfit. “Our sup¬ 
porters are forced to make a long, complex and 
costly trip on a Friday. 

“And Gloucester is situated less than 150 
kilometres from Northampton - the fans of 
our opponents couldn’t ask for much more. It is 
also the ninth successive final in England.” 

However, Jean-Pierre Lux, the president of the 
ERC - the governing body which runs European 
competition, maintains Bourgoin can have no 
complaints about the location and the timing of 


the match, and insists the schedule will not be 
altered. After the pool matches, that’s to say 
the end of January the ERC, like every year, sent 
a joint letter to the Ligue Nationale de Rugby 
(LNR) and the French Rugby Federation (FFR) 
to find out if France wanted to be candidates to 
organise the final of the European Challenge 
Cup,” Lux said. “The FFR said they would put 
it to the league but we never had a response from 
the league, despite several conversations that we 
have had in various reunions.” 

Lux added: “At no time in those three months 
did France put themselves forward to say they 
could be interested in (hosting) this final..”
